TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BROMS- 
GROYE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  state  of  the  Public  Health  in  the  Rural  District 
of  Bromsgrove  for  the  year  1954  and  the  work  carried  out  by 
your  Health  Department. 

The  number  of  live  births  showed  a slight  increase,  but  this 
was  offset  by  a larger  increase  in  the  estimated  population 
presumably  by  immigration.  However,  the  standardised  birth- 
rate was  also  above  that  of  last  year  and  just  slightly  below  that 
for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  The  “ statistical  ” de- 
cline in  the  death-rate  of  the  previous  year  was  halted  by  a 
change  in  the  assessment  of  “ place  of  residence.”  The  rate 
was  below  that  for  the  whole  country. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  declined  by  one-fifth,  mainly 
due  to  the  biennial  decreased  incidence  of  measles.  There  were 
no  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

Housing  still  remains  a major  problem  with  applications  for 
re-housing  coming  forward  in  approximately  similar  numbers. 
Further  complicating  the  issue  is  the  increasing  population  of 
caravan  dwellers. 

I wish  again  to  thank  members  of  the  Council  for  their  help 
and  consideration  during  the  year  and  Mr.  Dudley,  Senior 
Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  co-operation.  I am  greatly 
indebted  to  Mr.  Chainings  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  continued  enthusiastic  work.

The  number  of  deaths  was  increased  over  that  of  the  previous 
year.  This  was  probably  due  to  the  modifications  in  the  assess- 
ment of  transferable  deaths  further  to  those  of  the  previous 
year  made  in  the  circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.)  No.  4,  1952.  This 
released  certain  chronic  sick  hospital  wards  from  the  designa- 
tion “ normal  place  of  residence  ” so  bringing  more  realism  to  the 
district  mortality  figures. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  year’s  figures  may  now  be  a sound  basis 
for  comparison  in  future  years.

(d)  School  Health  Services. 

The  County  Council  continued  to  provide  an  extensive  school 
health  service  throughout  the  district.  Regular  Medical  In- 
spections of  school  children  were  carried  out  and  special  clinics, 
e.g.  minor  ailment,  orthopaedic,  ophthalmic,  dental,  child 
guidance,  etc.,  were  available  for  the  reference  of  children  where 
more  detailed  investigation  or  treatment  was  required.  An 
Open-air  School  was  available  at  Malvern  to  which  children  who 
were  thought  to  be  likely  to  benefit  from  a change  of  air  and 
environment  could  be  sent. 


(e)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  County  Council  provided  a laboratory  for  the  chemical 
and  bacteriological  analysis  of  water,  milk,  etc.

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  in  his  report,  gives  details 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspections  carried  out  during  the  year. 

2.  Water  Supply. 

Over  four-fifths  of  the  houses  in  the  District  were  supplied 
with  main  piped  water  supplies  which  were  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  There  were  still,  however,  many  dwellings 
and  farm  premises  with  only  well  water  supplies.  These  latter 
supplied  were,  to  a large  extent,  unsatisfactory. 

Routine  sampling  of  well  water  supplies  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analysis  was  continued  during  the  year. 

Sampling  at  source  of  main  supplies  was  done  by  the  water 
undertakings,  but  consumer  samples  were  taken  from  time  to 
time  in  the  District.  Specimens  of  the  results  of  this  sampling 
are  given  on  page  13. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  following  extensions  of

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
BROMSGROYE  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1954. 

The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  in  pursuing  an  active 
policy  to  improve  dwellings  under  the  Housing  Act  1949,  and 
as  a result  of  this  policy  35  applications  for  Improvement  Grants 
were  approved  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  and  because  of  this 
incentive  a number  of  sub-standard  houses  have  been  put  into 
a satisfactory  condition  and  made  fit  for  many  years  to  come. 
Also,  as  and  when  they  have  come  on  the  market,  a number  of 
older  houses  and  cottages  have  been  re-conditioned  and  made 
fit  by  the  new  owner-occupiers. 

During  the  year,  one  saw  a welcome  return  to  private 
slaughtering  and,  whilst  the  meat  inspection  has  entailed  much 
extra  work,  there  has  been  a noticeable  improvement  in  the 
quality  of  the  meat  sold  throughout  the  district. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  the  completion  of  the  major  scheme 
of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  for  the  Village  of  Belbroughton 
and  as  a result  of  persuasive  action,  103  properties  had  been 
connected  thereto  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  is  again  to  be  regretted  that  in  spite  of  continued  pressure 
by  the  Council,  the  work  of  sewering  certain  built-up  areas  of  the 
District,  particularly  at  Hopwood  had  not  been  put  in  hand. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  provision 
of  water  mains  and  mention  should  be  made  of  the  carrying  out 
of  the  scheme  serving  most  of  the  Parish  of  Bentley  Pauncefoot. 

The  presence  of  so  many  caravans  in  permanent  occupation 
(many  of  which  have  come  in  from  other  Districts)  re-emphasises 
the  fact  that  in  spite  of  much  building  activity  there  are  many 
families  waiting  to  be  re-housed. 

In  concluding,  I would  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  his  co-operation  and  interest  at  all  times,  and  to 
my  staff  who  have  largely  contributed  to  the  smooth  running 
of  the  Department  during  the  year.

General — Housing. 

Seven  sub-standard  cottages  were  demolished  as  a result  of 
informal  action,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  issuing  Demo- 
lition Orders. 

Fifty-eight  houses  were  repaired  and  here  again  it  was  not 
necessary  to  issue  Statutory  Notices  under  the  Housing  or 
Public  Health  Acts. 

I am  persuaded  that  better  results  are  invariably  obtained 
by  the  informal  approach. 

The  Council  has  pursued  an  active  policy  under  the  Grant 
sections  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949,  and  as  a result,  42  applica- 
tions were  received  for  grant,  of  which  35  were  approved  and  7 
cases  were  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  caravan  sites,  of  which  there  are  11  licensed  in  the  Dis- 
trict, were  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner  throughout  the  year. 

The  holiday  camping  site,  owned  and  maintained  by  the 
Camping  Club  of  Great  Britain,  has  been  a credit  to  the  Club. 

There  were  695  tents,  vans  and  sheds  throughout  the  dis- 
trict, consisting  chiefly  of  trailer  caravans  of  a modern  type, 
many  of  these  having  come  in  from  outside  the  District. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  as  and  when  houses  become  available, 
many  people  who  are  permanently  living  in  caravans  and  es- 
pecially those  with  children  will  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  becoming  properly  housed. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  caravan  problem  is  greatest 
in  the  parts  of  the  district  bordering  the  City  of  Birmingham. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk. 

It  is  of  special  interest  to  note  that  from  the  1st  October, 
your  District  was  included  in  a “ Specified  Area  ” of  Worces- 
tershire, and  as  a result  all  milk  sold  to  the  public  has  to  be 
Pasteurised,  Sterilised  or  supplied  from  a Tuberculin-Tested 
herd.  In  point  of  fact,  most  of  the  T.T.  milk  is  also  pasteurised 
before  sale  to  the  public. 

There  are  two  dairies  in  the  District  which  are  licensed  by 
the  County  Council  to  operate  plants  for  the  heat  treatment  of 
milk,  and  samples  taken  from  these  plants  have  shown  consis- 
tently good  results. 

It  is  opportune  to  draw  attention  to  the  heavy  loss  of  milk 
bottles  due  to  the  failure  of  the  public  to  rinse  and  return  them 
to  the  dairies,  thus  resulting  in  a loss  of  nearly  sixpence  per 
bottle  to  the  dairy. 

Six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  Biological  examination, 
all  of  which  were  reported  free  from  infection  by  M.  Tuberculosis. 
Two  samples  showed  evidence  of  infection  with  Brucellosis,  but 
all  milk  was  subsequently  heat-treated. 

Fourteen  samples  of  designated  milk  complied  with  the  re- 
quired standards.  Three  samples  of  non-designated  milk  were 
also  satisfactory.

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

Private  Butchers  welcomed  the  Ministry’s  decision  to  allow 
them  to  re-open  their  Slaughter  Houses  subject  to  the  carrying 
out  of  any  necessary  alterations  and  improvements  asked  for  by 
the  Council. 

Eight  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  by  the  Council  ; in  five 
of  these  regular  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out. 

The  return  to  private  slaughtering  of  course  entailed  extra 
work  on  the  Department,  including  at  week-ends  and  evening, 
and  from  3rd  July,  when  slaughtering  re-commenced,  until  the 
end  of  the  year,  382  visits  were  paid  to  slaughterhouses.

Twenty  licences  to  slaughter  animals  were  issued  under  the 
above  Act  during  the  year. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

110  existing  houses  were  connected  to  the  sewer  and  22  were 
drained  to  cesspool,  making  a total  of  132  for  the  year.  Repairs 
were  carried  out  to  drainage  systems  at  a further  14  properties. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  sewers  and  sewage  works  for 
the  village  of  Belbroughton  was  completed  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  103  premises  had  been  connected. 

With  the  continued  growth  of  the  District,  fresh  emphasis 
needs  to  be  placed  on  the  question  of  sewering  and  improving 
the  disposal  works  where  necessary.  Again  the  Hopwood  area 
heads  the  list  from  a public  health  point  of  view  ; in  addition 
to  which  attention  has  again  been  drawn  to  the  extension  to  the 
sewage  works  at  Hagley  and  also  the  needs  of  Fairfield  Village, 
Belbroughton  and  the  Inkford  and  Tanners  Green  Area  of 
Wythall. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Eight  samples  of  mains  water  were  submitted  for  bacteria- 
logical  and  chemical  examination  and  all  were  satisfactory. 

Thirty-seven  samples  of  water  from  private  wells  were 
submitted  for  both  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination, 
and  five  for  bacteriological  examination  only. 

Of  these,  twenty-six  were  bacteriologically  unsatisfactory 
and  seventeen  chemically  unsatisfactory  ; twenty  were  chemi- 
cally satisfactory  and  sixteen  bacteriologically  satisfactory. 

109  existing  premises  were  connected  to  the  water  main  in 
the  course  of  1954.  This  figure  does  not  include  52  houses  in 
Beoley,  previously  connected  to  a piped  supply  from  the  bore, 
which  were  incorporated  into  the  East  Worcestershire  Water- 
works Company’s  main  laid  in  the  area. 

A total  of  7,206  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  by  the  various 
Water  Undertakings  within  the  District  during  the  year. 

These  extensions  consisted  principally  of  the  scheme  for 
Upper  and  Lower  Bentley  and  development  in  various  parts  of 
the  District,  mainly  Wythall. 
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There  are,  however,  still  a considerable  number  of  houses  in 
the  district  in  urgent  need  of  a piped  water  supply,  particularly 
in  the  Packhorse  Lane  and  Dark  Lane  Area,  Wythall  ; Port- 
way, and  Bransoins  Cross  Area,  Beoley  ; Rumbow  Area,  Clent  ; 
Walton  Pool,  Clent  ; Madeley  Heath,  Belbroughton. 


DISINFESTATION. 

No  premises  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  disinfestation. 

All  the  Council  refuse  tips  were  periodically  treated  for  flies 
and  crickets  where  necessary. 


RODENT  CONTROL. 

A full-time  Rodent  Operative  is  employed.  A total  of 
236  infestations  of  Private  houses  and  133  at  business  premises 
were  successfully  treated. 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  to  provide  a free 
service  for  the  destruction  of  rats  at  private  dwellings,  but  in 
the  case  of  business  premises  a charge  was  made  as  previously. 

The  service  was  fully  used  and  in  addition  a considerable 
number  of  visits  were  made  for  survey  purposes  by  the  Oper- 
ative. 

Twenty-nine  contracts  were  made  for  the  treatment  of 
business  premises  and  the  income  from  this  source  amounted  to 
£163  10s. 

Frequent  inspections  of  the  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works 
were  carried  out  throughout  the  year  and  necessary  treatments 
carried  out  by  the  Operative. 

Test  baiting  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  in  August  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Infestation  Control  Division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  but  no  takes  were 
recorded. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  as  a result  of  the  systematic 
treatment  of  private  properties  and  Council  Undertakings  there 
has  been  a noticeable  drop  in  the  rat  population  during  the  year 
and  most  of  the  infestations  dealt  with  were  notified  in  their 
early  stages,  and  were  only  of  a minor  nature. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

In  one  case  during  the  course  of  the  year,  it  was  necessary 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  burial,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act,  of  a person  dying  within  the  District.

The  premises  of  one  firm  are  registered  for  the  use  of  filling 
materials  to  which  this  Act  applies. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

Burning  of  large  amounts  of  works  refuse  at  one  factory 
gave  rise  to  complaints  and  informal  action  was  taken  to  deal 
with  the  smoke  and  fume  nuisance  from  the  incinerator. 

The  Council  continued  to  be  a member  of  the  Midland  Joint 
Advisory  Council  for  the  abatement  of  Smoke  and  Atmospheric 
Pollution.
